Germs Transfer

Infectious hepatitis ‘is trans-
mitted chiefly through careless

yglefre.. The virus is
present in. the intestinal con-
tents and pcnhal‘.s in discharges
from ‘the nose’and mouth:
Through excreta or contaminat-
ed hands the germs may be
transferred to food and water.

Infectious hepatitis  is - diffi-

cult to diagnose eupccinlli' when
the typical jaundiced color is
absent, Nor is the yellowness,
if present, always due to this
cause. It may result from other
maladies including gallstones of
other obstruction in the: bile
duct.

Research on the disease goes
forward slowly since all animals
are apparently immune to the
disorder and cannot be used in
cxperimentation. Work must,
therefore bg done on human gui-

nea pigs. However, it is known
that an attack of infectious he:
patitis does not providc immun:
ity against serum hepatitis al-
though apparently recurrent at-
